the letter "K» (Morse code) in addition to the wind "T* to properly identify 
your B/Z's* The letter "K** should be sent either by hand lights or in small 
fires off to the right side of wind "T** 

6* When two scheduled dayli^t contacts are missed, you will then 
atten^t daily contact with base as per signal plan, until contact is made* 
Hpon making contact you will again go back to your ncanaal schedule*

1* Thr©woff/2, from the time he was originally recruited for ^ple W/T 
support^ was briefed and diecked out on all aspects of agent W/T operations 
with the able assistance of the Wemca/Balkans training staff* 

2* In view of the sabject*3 former traiidug and eaperienoe^ a miniminn of 
tins was needed in the snechanical asqpects involwd; actual operation of the 
BSd> 5 radio set a*3d the use of radio procedure and signal plans* 

3» Fracbiee contacts with base were made from the safehouse, in \ddch 
he was quartered^ as well as the field* When the subject was able to melee 
contact with base regularly and satisfactorily^ live traffic (actual messages 
in the subject's language) was substituted for the dummy traffic formerly 
transmitted* In this way his style of message make-vp becaiae Imown to us and 
ours to Mm* A few differences which naturally occurred were fully discuseed 
and eliminated*
